[N PRESENT STRIFE

President Thomas in Address
to Students Predicts Uni-
versal Peace—Map of Eu-
rope to Be Remade.

"“This present war will be ealled not
only the greatest war In all history, but
It will, I confidentially belleve, be called
tha lnst groat war.'”

This wan the predicition made by Miss

M. Carrle Thomas, president of Bryn
Mawr College, In her nddrsas to the

students at the opening of the 30th
ncademle year of the Inatitution, this
morning, Mias Thomas prophesled that

In onso Great Rritaln, France and Rus-
sin are victorlous Europe will see a re-

allgnment of hatlonal boundarles In
agreement  with the wishesn of the
peoples now living under the rule of

Germany, Austrin-Hungary and Russia

“1 bellteve,” sald Miss Thomas, “‘that
wa shall see the map of Europe re-
made before our eyes and many Alched
territories and people elther neutralized
or glven back to the nations to wkom
they belong by race or cholce, mo Lhat
there will be In the future no hones
for the hounds of war to snarl over.
We ahall have n united Poland once mara,
It moareely sening ton muech to hope that
we ghall have campulenry disarmament
and a strong International pollee ¢nme«
posed of Iand troops and a navy and an
alr Meat, with an International arbitra-
tlon eourt in perpetual session at The
Hague with pienary powers, [If Ger-
many and Austrin win all this may not
come mo swiftly, but it {a sure to come,
even If It comes at last through the
intervention of all the rest of the clvilized
world."

DEPLORES WAR'S LOSES

Miza Thomas condemned the destrue-
tion of Louvain and tha Rhyims Cathe-
dral and sald that as the result of this
war the world will lose the mont
treasured works of nre. AL the same
tima, however, Mlss Thomas wna very
optimistie as ta what this Eeneration
will seo an n result of the conflict,
Addressing the students on the paoint,
Migs Thomasa sald;

"“Your generition willl see somas very
wonderful world movements, First, uni-
versal disarmament and unlversal peace
among natlens.

“OLther countries, too, are awnke to the
temperance question. Great Britain and
Russin are fAghtirg this war without
stimulnante. Your generntion will nlso see
the participation of women In every field
of human netivity, Women will interost
themsulves In colleges mnd schools, asy-
lums and hospitals, reformittories, pris-
one, tenements, mines and factories and
will, 1 helleve, do much to reform the
exiating terribile atiuses, Only the mothers
of the world can set the problems cone
nected with thoese things right again,

“"Bionuss of these opportunities I en-
trept vou to use your student life at
Hryn Mawr College wisely. In studying
hera yvou are dolng what thousands of
other girls are longing to do, The privi-
logea you have they cannot have. If you
make the best of your four yearas here
vou will be abls to gulde other women to
use wisnly these new avenues of (nflu-
ence  You will be able to stand side by
stde with your college-bred brothers and
husbands., There Is no greater happiness
thun the Joy of heing able to use to
the full all yorr Intellectunl and meoral
powers In belng able to lead your gens
eration.”
